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Claim Objections 

4. Claims 1-11 are objected to because of the following informalities: Claims 1 , 5, 
and 10 are objected to because the supporting means does not have antecedent basis. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 1 and 5-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Lassen (WO 97/26755). Lassen teaches a rotary optical scanner drum 1 with a multiple 
dimension shaft. The drum 1 having a base 2 transitioning between the drum and the 
shaft 25 with a locking ring 5 connecting the shaft to the drum base 1 . Lassen shows 
the motor supported by different diameter bearings (padding) supported on different 
diameter portions of the shaft. Lassen teaches the motor 11, 12 in a cylindrical housing 
10 which provides a supporting means for the bearings, and where the stator and rotor 
are parallel with the shaft and align with the axis of rotation. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claims 2 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Lassen (WO 97/26755), in further view of Layne (US 1745547). Lassen teaches every 
aspect of the invention except a hollow cylindrical fastening with a thread for swivel 
locking. Layne teaches a cylindrical fastener 29 with threaded couplings on the motor 
shaft and the output shaft. It would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in 
the art at the time of the invention to construct the motor of Lassen with the threaded 
coupling on the shaft and drum to connect the motor shaft to the motor output, as 
shown in Layne, and to interlock the shaft and drum shown in Lassen. 

9. Claims 4, 8, and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Lassen (WO 97/26755), in further view of Takano (US 6680553). Lassen teaches 
every aspect of the invention except motor including coils on the stator, a magnetic field 
sensor mounted on the stator, permanent magnets for the rotor, and the edges of the 
shaft having infinite slope with the driving magnet and bearing (padding) fitted in the 
edges. Takano shows a multiple dimension shaft with steps for mounting the bearings 
25, 26, and positioning the rotor 29 within the stator to operate as a motor or generator. 
Takano teaches the magnetic hall sensor mounted on the stator to provide easy circuit 
board mounting and electrical connection with the motor control. It would have been 
obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to construct the 
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motor of Lassen with the stepped shaft positioning the drive magnets and the bearings 
to position the rotor within the stator and with the sensor to provide easy control of the 
motor, as taught by Takano. 

10. Claims 10 and 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Lassen (WO 97/26755), in further view of Feiertag et al. (Feiertag)(US 2982504). 
Lassen teaches every aspect of the invention except the motor supported on a base by 
L shaped brackets with concealments at the endshields. Feiertag teaches the motor 
supported on a base by L shaped brackets 18 with concealments at the endshields 4 to 
provide simple assembly. It would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the 
art at the time of the invention to construct the motor of Lassen with the L shaped 
brackets of Feiertag.
